League, Boatmen's Bank Building, St. Louis, Missouri* Over a period 
of many months, PIERCE has submitted several hundred written reports 
to this office regarding persons suspected by him of un-American ac-

Although RICE A* PIERCE comes of a rather prominent family, 
he is regarded as mentally unbalanced by agents of this office who 
have contacted him.

1 had a long talk with one of the officials of the Department of 
Immigration. They have recently been instructed, by Washington, 
to cooperate with the other gOTtrnment agencies in combatting fifth 
column activities. They are now seeking evidence on any individual 
who is still an alien, who has been engaged in subversive work, so 
that they can recommend the refusal of citizenship papers, when, as, 
and if, these people come up for such application. 

The recent legislation with reference to the registration of aliens 
has sent a great alarm through the ordinary ranks of the members of 
the ODWU. Many of them are beginning to realize for the first time 
that belonging to a questionable organization will Jeopardize their 
chances for either obtaining citizenship or maintaining their jobs. 

Inasmuch as the proof as to the character of the ODWU and Hetman 
organizations, now in the hands of the FBI, is sufficient to show that 
these groups are definitely tied up with the German Nazi government, 

I believe it would be a good idea to submit the names of whatever 
members we have on file to the Immigration authorities, so that they 
can take proper action. After all, the FBI can only keep the infor- 
mation on file until such time as circumstances make action necessary. 

The Immigration Bureau, however, can act effectively now. I am, 
therefore, submitting the names of those individuals within the New 
York area and have received a promise from the authorities that they 
will take action immediately. 

Another good purpose will be served when the word spreads through the 
groups that the United States Immigration Department is investigating 
them. This will undoubtedly cause wholesale resignations and either 
completely crack the groups or sap them of much of their strenght.

In the course of t he conversation 
it was pointed out that Sam^Poyale who had contacted 
the Chicago Office and furnished information reported 
back to the Bureau and they would not give him 
reports of what was being done.

Reference is made to telephone conversation had by the writer 
with Mr* Nichols of the Bureau, as well as with Mr. Tplson, 
concerning information supposedly furnished by Izzie/siavin 
to the effect that this Office has been uncooperative with 
the^Lffti-Defamation League. 

I wish to inform that contact has been had with Izzy Slavin, 
as well as Harry A./ Ehlman, who is the source of Mr. Slavin’ s 
original information. Mr, Ehlman is in no way affiliated 
with the Anti-Defamation League or the B'nai B'rith. He is, 
however, on the Board of Directors of an organization known 
as the /American Jewish Congress, 8 South Dearborn Street, 

This group more or less fashioned itself after the Anti-Defama- 
tion League and concerns itself supposedly with subversive 
activities. 

Mr, Ehlman informed the writer that for the last three years 
Mr. ^Pollyea, the Executive Secretary of the American Jewish 
Congress here in Chicago had been contacting this Office. 

Mr, Pollyea had made the complaint to Mr. Ehlman that this 
Office had been uncooperative in that it did not report back 
to the American Jewish Congress results of the Bureau's 
investigations. Mr. Ehlman stated that he felt an organization 
such as the American Jewish Congress certainly warranted that 
sort of consideration - namely, that any information furnished 
should be added to by the Bureau as a result of any investiga- 
tion that might be conducted. 

It was explained to Mr. Ehlman that this Bureau could not 
cooperate to this extent, but that any office of the Bureau 
would be more than happy to accept any sort of information 
the American Jewish Congress might like to submit. 
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Arrangements have been made whereby the writer will confer 
further with Harry A. Ehlman and Samuel Pollyea. 

I might state that Harry A. Ehlman is a retired clothier 
and while his manner is not discourteous, he does have a 
pushing personality which is somewhat irritating. 

In the event there are further developments in this matter 
the Bureau will be appropriately advised.
